PRESSED THE RUSSIANS. — 
FIGHTING AFTER VAFANGOW.

Transmission.) [By Atlantic Cable.} 
The Japanese continued to press the 
Russian forces returning from the bat- 
tle of Vafangow the night of June 
16th. They had remained at Vafan- 
gow all day, and at night persistently 
pushed forward and tried to get 
around the Russian right wing, which 
had borne the brunt of such heavy 
fighting the previous day. 

A terrific thunderstorm burst at 
night, rendering the roads almost im- 
passable. They were bad for the Rus- 
sians and equally so for the Japan- 
ese, who were uuable to overtake the 


Russian right. The Russians 
therefore were enabled to re- 
tire gradually tio the north. 


It is said here that Gen. Kuroki, with 
the main force of the Japanese, is at 
Siu Yen. It is said he intends unit- 
ing with the force advancing from the 
south to make a combined attack on 
Hatcheng.

16th shon that the Russian advance on 
the Japanese position, when it was

a breathing space. 

Over the hill the Japanese threw 
shrapnel, which burst with deadly ef- 
fect. Some squadrons suffered fear- 
fully, every officer. being killed and 
half the men wounded. The battle be- 
came a hand-to-hand fight, with stones 
and gun butts, the remainder of the 
Russians, taking advantage of this di- 
version, gained the shelter of a neigh- 
boring ravine, but were unable to hold 


by the Japanese batteries. 

The Japanese heavy guns silenced 
the artillery supporting the Russian 
attack. Thirteen Russian guns were 
smashed to atoms and their horses 
killed. A majority of their gunners 
were killed or wounded. The Japa- 
nese at this moment delivered their 
main attack. The whole division was 
thrown against the Russian center 
and two divisions around the right 
flank. The hard-pressed right held out 
until 11 o’clock in the morning, when 
two regiments rushed to its assist- 
ance. The whole force then advanced, 
cheering, and actually rolled the Japa- 
nese advance back, but Gen. Nodzu 
poured in fresh troops, regiment after 
regiment. The Russian commander 
retired in order. 

RUSSIA STANDS FIRM.

PANAMA CURRENCY. 
AGREEMENT CONCLUDED. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

WASHINGTON, June 20.—Secretary 
Taft and the commissioners of Panama 
have concluded arrangements for a 
currency system for Panama, which is 
to be submitted to the Panama Legis- 
lature for ratification. It provides 
generally for a sufficiently reserved bi- 
metallic system. 


The following statement was given 
out by tRe War Department today: 

“An agreement was reached today 
at the War Department between Sec- 
retary Taft and the Panama commis- 
sioners by which the gold currency of 
the United States shall be legal ten- 
der in the republic of Panama, and 
the money of Panama shall be legal 
tender in the canal zone. This agree- 
ment will be transmitted by the Pan- 
ama commissioners to their govern- 
ment, and if adopted by the constitu- 
tional convention will settle the ques- 
tion of currency to be used in the 
construction of the canal.” 

The substance of the agreement is 
that a gold dollar of the same value 
shall be the standard of value in Pan- 
ama, and that the currency of the 
United States shall be legal tender 
there, with provision for the ‘issue of 
fractional silver currency of the re- 
public of Panama. It is provided that 
such silver currency of the republic 
shall be coined.to an amount in nom- 
inal value of $1,500,000 in gold; the 
silver to be obtained by the recoinage 
of the Colombian coins now in circu- 
lation on the isthmus: and that, at 
the option of the canal company, if 
the construction of the canal shall 
show such coinage to be necessary. 
there shall be an additional coinage 
of fractional silver to the amount of 


The parity of all the silver cotned 
shall be maintained by deposit 
in some bank in the United States 
of 15 per cent. of the nominal value of 
such fractional currency, and the net 
seigniorage on the amount coined at 
the request of the canal commission. 
In order to prevent ‘the manipulation 
of exchange at the expense of the pub- 
lle and canal works, the republic and 
the commission agree to coéperate by 
the sale of drafts at reasonable rates 
to keep down the exchange on New 
York, and thus prevent a disturbance 
of the parity.

Wrecked Slocum to 
) Give Up Its Dead. 


Seven Hundred Twenty-five 
Corpses Recovered.

Federal Grand Jury May Not 


Wait for Inquest.

NEW YORK, June 20.—The list of 
those who perished on the Gen. Slo- 
cum is growing at an alarming rate. 
Bodies came to the surface today off 
the shores of North Brother Island 
singly and in groups of twos and 
threes until, at dusk, 93 additional 
bodies had been recovered. 

Every passing steamer seemed to 
churn up the ater to such a degree 
that within its wash one or more 
bodies would be swept up to the beach.

One diver re- 
ported that at a depth of ninety-five 
feet he discovered a large hollow, 
where he says, there were a great 
many bodies.

IN TOUCH WITH CORTELYOU. 

In addition to the interest which the 
Department of Justice is taking in 
the inquest, H. K. Smith, legal repre- 
sentative for Secretary Cortelyou, of 
the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, was under instructions to keep 
that department thoroughly advised 
as the inquest progressed. 

It is expected that striking facts 
would be edduced at the inquest, 
for in additjon to proof that 
the fire hose burst, that the 
lifeboat davits would not work and 
that life rafts were so fastened to the 
decks that they could not be moved, 
Coroner Berry was said to have evi- 
dence that many of the ring preservers 
were so heavy that they sank like 
lead.

President Barnaby of the 
Knickerbocker Steamboat Company, 
owner of the General Slocum, was the 
first witness, and from him it. was 
learned thatthe actual operation of the 
steamer was under Capt. Van. Schaick, 
who received his instructions from 
Capt. Pease. On application of the 
latter, he said an inspeetion of the 
General Slocum was male by the 
United States authorities’ before she 
was put in commission this year, say- 
ing “it was reported to us that the 
Slocum was in thoroughly good order 
and working condition.” 

IN GOOD CONDITION. 

The certificate of a United States in- 
spector was placed in evidence. It 
certified that May 7, 1904, the General 
Slocum was in good condition to carry 
2500 passengers and that it had aboard 
2555 life preservers. 

Asked if the ledgers would not show 
how many life preservers were bought 
for the Slocum since she was built in 
181, Barbanaby said he was not sure 
that all the ledgers could be found. 
Barnaby said he had instructed Capt. 
Pease at the opening of the season to 
put the Slocum in “first class condition 


and to spare no expense, and we spent 


$12,000 on the repairs suggested.” He 
said the company estimated the boat 
worth $165,000 and carried $70,000 in- 
surance on her. Asked if the boat was 
considered a good risk, he _ replied: 
“We paid the lowest premium.”

TESTIMONY AT INQUEST. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.}

the testimony of John J. Coakley, one 
ot the Slocum’s deck hands, at the 
Coroner's inquest, he never had been 
irstructed in a fire drill since he be- 
came an employé of the Knickerbocker 
company, at the beginning of last sea- 
son 

Cockley said he first learned that the 
steamer was on fire when a small boy 
called his attention to the smoke roll- 
ing down from the bow. He was be- 
low and ‘could not tell exactly where 
the boat was at that time. Coakley 
rald he ran toward the bow of t 
steamer, and found a blaze in the lock- 
er where the oil for the lamps was 
He seid he dumped charcoal 
on it, hoping to smother the flames, 
then called for assistance. The fire 
was so hot that he and those who came 
to help him were driven out of the 
locker, but they got the hose im posi- 
tion and had just directed a stream of 
water on the flre when the hose burst. 

No cttempt was made to replace the 
ruined hose, he said, as the passen- 
gers were in a panic, and made it al- 
most impossible to do anything. They 
could not reach the other standpipe, 
back near the stern of the steamer. 
When the crew found it impossible to 
control the fire, they turned their at- 
tention to the passengers. 

Coakley said he took down many life 
preservers and distributed them among

MISSING FACES. 

Expressions of genuine regret at 
the absence of two faces familiar at 
similar gatherings four, eight and 
twelve years ago are heard on every 
side. Men who have playéd leading 
roles in the aft of making tickets and 
platforms, men whose personality, 
shrewdness, qualifiacations and per- 
suasiveness have changed entire States 
or sections of the country are missed 
in the hotel lobbies and various head- 
quarters.

England has an oversupply of 
lemen cling fruit from last season, and 
will not be a heavy buyer. 

“A year ago lemon cling stock sold 
at from $15 to $22 per ton. This year 
the highest price paid was $55 per ton. 
Apricots sold in the orchard last year 
at from $20 to $25, and they are selling 
now at $27 to $32.50 per ton. The can- 
ners will be compelled to curtail theér 
packs, as both the South and East 
have large crops and will pack heavily 
thus cutting off some part of our 
trade in those sections.”

This hall of fame is to be in Peking. 

It seems that in the province of 
Shan Tung a terrible famine is ragz- 
ing. The imperial government has al- 
ready advanced large sums of money 
for the famine sufferers, and has ap- 
pealed to the patriotic Chinese both at 
home and in America to do something 
to reimburse the imperial treasury. 

The promise is made that the Em- 
peror will cause to be placed on file 
in records of perpetual memory the 
name of every subject who contributes 
$25 or over. 

According to the price contributed, 
different degrees and honors are to be 
conferred upon the contributors. 

Altheugh there is probably not a sin- 
gle Chinaman in Los Angeles from 
Shan Vung, the glittering, fame ahead 
is attracting the enthusiasm of the 
local Ghinese, not to mentio their hard- 
earned cash. Most of the Chinese here 
have been poor peasants and wharf 
rats in the Canton provinces. Getting 
on an imperial roll of honor doubtless 
seems greutness itself to them.

Sunday afternoon a small informal 
dinner was given in their honor by ten 
rich Chinamen of this city. 

Yesterday afternoon, a big banquet 
was given in the banquet hall at the 
corner of Marchessault and Alameda 
streets. Forty or fifty were present. 
The little old cook of the establishment 
laid himself out and nearly burned 
the top off the crazy little cook stove. 
In spite of the aversion of the Chi- 
nese to having photographs taken, the 
cook ybeamed with the pride of a so- 
ciety hostess and yanked all sorts of 
curtains out of the way to show his 
snow-white tables, all set with the ab- 
surd little thimble-like cups and the 
baskets of fruit about as big as a 
sugar loaf. 

At the banquet the guests all 
squatted on high square-topped stools, 
very thickly set about circular tables. 

No one but the cook can tell the 
history of the remarkable concoctions 
served: but they were exceedingly 
tasty, even to the American palate. 

One feature of the Chinese banquet 
excels the American; there are good 
things to eat and pleasant social con- 
versation without the usual wearisome 
speechifying.

Sharp Competition Between 


Two Great Lines. 


Santa Fe Boats Picking Up 
Decitluous Crop. 


General Agents Return From 
Sacramento Meeting. 


With a large supply of refrigerator 
cars on hand the Santa Fe has 
launched dts boats on the Sacramento 
River, and is going after the decidu- 
ous-fruit business of Northern Cali- 
fornia, and a fight is on with the 
Southern Pacific. The advent of the 
Santa Fé into the territory is a most 
important one, welcomed by the ship- 
per and frowned upon by the Southern 
Pacific, It is maintained that the fight 
is to be purely along the lines of serv- 
Ice, that there is to be no rate cutting, 
und that such was the decision of the 


conference at San Francisco from which 


General Freight Agent Chambers and 
General Superintendent Shepard of the 
Santa Fé have just returned to Los 
Angeles. 

It is denied that there has been any 
tacit agreement or contract between 
the two companies as to rates, but it is 
admitted that the question was fully 
discussed. 

The Santa Fe started to operate its 
boats on the Sacramento River last 
Tuesday, the little craft stoppine all 
along the banks on either side and 
picking up the green-fruit shipments. 
| which had been packed during the day. 


Robson had a lease on a portion t The goods were transferred at Antioch 


the ‘property, which he had set to 
strawberries and fruit trees, and at 
the time the city filed its suft against 
Shepherd the lease of Robson had yet 
nearly three years to run. 

Under instructions of the court that 
the jury should find the value of Rob- 
son's lease, but that the two awards 
must not exceed the value of the prop- 


erty, the jury returned a verdict 
awarding Shepherd $18,000 and Rob- 
son 32500. 


The Water Board felt the award to 
Robson was excessive, but did not con- 
sider the contention now raised by 
Robson's attorneys, that the amount 
fixed as the value of the lease was 
not a matter for the Water Board to 
consider, as it was clearly a part of 
the value of the land in the judgment 
of the jury, and if Robson's share wa 
excessive, that was a matter of con- 
test between Shepherd and Robson, 

The board accepted the award of 
$18.000 to Shepherd, but simply per- 
mitted that to Robson to pass unno- 
ticed. in making its recommendation to 
the City Council. The iden seemed to 
be that nothing was cue Robson until 
he was deprived of his lease, which 
might not be until it had expired— 
nineteen months from the time the 
award of the jury was made. 

Robson's attorneys were moderate 
in their statements to the board, Mr. 
Morton declaring that it was only a 
matter of form, laying the foundation 
for other steps to be taken. 

The matter was disposed of by re- 
ferring it to the Finance Committee to 
make repert at the next meeting. The 
board is not opposed to compensating 
Robson for his loss, but feels satisfied 
that the evidence he introduced had 
the effect of raising the value of the 
land in the eyes of the jury, and con- 
sequently the city is unjustly called 
upon to pay more than it is worth. 
Robson testified that he had between 
five and six acres of strawberries on 
the land, and Superintendent Mulhol- 
land says that actual measurement 
shows that he has just two and fifty- 
six one-hundredth acres. 

Robson is the same man who a few 
years ago bought a dollar's worth of 
tomato seeds from a local dealer, and 
when the seeds produced vines that 
failed to bear tomatoes, Robson sued 
the seller of the seeds for $3999. the 
supposed value of the crop, less the price 
of the seeds, had the seeds been the 
kind Robson supposed he was buying. 

RESERVOIR ABANDONED. 

Formal action was taken yesterday 
ebandoning the old Angeleno Heights 
reservoir, which now reverts back to 
the Sisters’ Hospital. Under a con- 
tract inherited from the old Los An- 
geles Water Company, water was fur- 
nished to the hospital in return for 
use of the ground, but as the water 
now comes from other sources, the 
contract is void. The title to the land 
has always been in the name of the 
hospital.

DEATH OF SURVIVOR - 


HAWK WAR. 


EATH entered the old Soldiers’ 

Home yesterday and mustered out 
former Judge John T Knox, one of 
the oldest and best beloved veterans of 
them all, who must have heard the 
notes of the bugle call to the other side 
in pleasant dreams, for he quietly slept 
himself away, and left his comrades of 
the past six months to drop many tears 
of regret, 

Judge Knox had reached the ad- 
vanced age of 93 years, and what was 
supposed to be a temporary ness was 
the means of bringing to a close a re- 
markable career in which the feeble- 
ness of age and its infirmities played 
He was one of the two 
survivors of the Black Hawk War, 
that war which was fought with the 
Indians with the wily Black Hawk at 
their head in the early history of I- 
linois. He was a young man who had 


barely reached his majority in 1830, 


that he cast his first vote for Andrew 
Jackson. The late Gen. John A. Me- 
Clernand, who later fought in the War 
of the Rebellion, cast his first vote with 
him for “Old Hickory.” 

Judge Knox “ame to CaNfornia just 
three years too late to be called a for- 
ty-niner, but he passed over the same 
adventurous trail, and was four months 
in making the wagon journey. He Itved 
in Sacramento for some years, 
and was sevefal times a Representative 
in the State Legislature. 
to the State of Washington and was 
secretary of Gev. Turney, and finally 
removing to San Bernardino, he was an 
honored resident for many years. serv- 
ing there Yor twenty years as justice 
of the peace, and for years as postmas- 
ter. 

While in San Bernardino, Judge Knox 
celebrated the sixty-third anniversary 
of his marriage, his beloved life part- 
ner passing away soon after at the age 
of 30 years. 

He was a Mason, identified with the

when he took part in this historie 
‘ight, in which he was wounded and 
iad a close run for his life to the 
stockade, pursued by hundreds of the 
naked and painted savages. 

Safe in the fort he had a fine view of 
the famous Black Hawk as he ad- 
dressed his warriors on the top of a 
neighboring hill, and in later life when 
the years had brought him many other 
experiences, Judge Knox still loved to 
tell of his early br with the red- 
skins. 

This old soldier was a native of the 
State of Tennessee, and first opened his 
eyes in Readyville, Rutherford county, 
where a little while before the Indians 
had abandoned that magnificent section 
to the land- bbing white man. He 
grew up in this frontier place when the 
people dressed in buckskin, went bare- 
foot, or wore moccasins, and dieted on 
wild game and Johnnycake. 

The Knox family tree which is the 
cherished possession of Mrs. R. W. 
Blow of West Eighth, street, who is 
the youngest daughter of Judge Knox, 
includes many fine old Tennessee 
names, among them President James 
K. Pot, and the city of Knoxville, 
which is nestled among the East Ten- 
nessee Mountains, was named for a 
member of his family. 

When he was quite young, Judge 
Knox's mother removed to Illinois, 
where he grew up, and where he was 
a volunteer in the Black Hawk War, 
associated with another volunteer, by 
name, Abraham Lincoln. 

Only day before yesterday the old 
soldier was talking with his daughter 
and his friends at the Soldie Home 
of this same man, Abraham Lincoln. 

All hig life long he was an ardent 
Democrat, and his proudest boast was 


Phoenix Lodge of San Bernardino, and 
was presented with a rare and curious 
cane by the lodge as a token of respect 
to the oldest member. This cane is 
particularly interesting, as it was orig- 
inally the property of Judge Ames of 
San Bernardino, 

Russia over sixty years ago. At his 
death it was presented, by his request, 
te the oldest member of the 
George Lord, that venerable patriarch 
of Masonry, and just eight years after. 
at the death of Mr. Lord, the cane was 
presented with attendant ceremonies 
to Judge Knox, May 3, 1898. 

Now the cane will be returned to the 
Phoenix Lodge, and the next in order 
of years will be the owner. It is a 
very handsome cane of black thorn, 
with a large ivory knob, banded with 
gold. Three gold plates are on the 
cane, bearing the following inscriptions:

COUNCIL MISCELLANY.

HEIRS AND CREDITORS FIGHTING 
IN CHOISSER ESTATE. 


— 4k —- 


Matter Hinges on Who Died 
First, the Father or the Son. 
Hearing to Be Made in the Pro- 
_ bate Court on That Point—Dunca 
Estate increases. | 


There are some men who give more 
trouble after they are dead than when 
they are alive, and Joseph and Louis 
Choisser furnish a case in point. 

When they were killed by officers 
while they were resisting arrest, it was 
not thought that 
peck of trouble for the civil courts. 
Now, however, a quarrel between the 
heirs of Louis Choisser and the credi- 
tors of his father has been aired in 
the courts ef Saline county, III., and 
has slopped over into the Superior. 
Court ot this county. 

Who died first at the time of the 
killing, father or son? That's all there 
is to the whole matter; but in the light 
of the prolonged dispute over exactly 
the same question in the estate of 
the late Charles Fair, he and his wife 
having been both killed in an automo- 
bile accident in France, it is believed 
that the court may have difficulty in 
determining the point. 1 

Very littl money was found upon 
Joseph Choisser, the father, but on the 
person of his son, Louis, was discov- 
ered $1790 in cash. On its face, ‘there- 
fore, there is nothing for either the 
heirs or the creditors of the old man, 


but there is a bunch of money to dis- P 


tribute among the heirs of Louis. 
These consist of his brothers and a 
sister. There are Clyde Choisser, aged 
25: Guy, aged 23; Percy, aged 21: Ila. 
aged 27, and Helen Wright, aged 31, 
all residents of Salem, Ill. All of these 
heirs are desirous of having the estate 
of their brother distributed under or- 
der of the court here, but a strong cry 
comes from Illinois that the money be 
turned over by the Probate Court here 
to D. W. Choisser, who is administra- 
tor of both estates in Saline county, III. 

The contantion is raised that the 
$1790 found upon the body of Louis 
Choisser was really the money of his 
father, and that the latter handed it 
over to his son for safe keeping in the 
event of his being arrested for crimes 
by which he became possessed of this 
money. Joseph Choisser, it is alleged, 
went through Hardin county, III., buy- | 
‘rg horses frura the farmers, and pay- 
ing for them by bogus checks on the 
Hardin County Bank of Cave-in-the- | 
Rock and the State Bank of Eliza- 
bethtown, in the same county. The 
farmers cashed their checks, but when 
they were sent on to the bank of El 
Dorado county for payment they were 
turned down, as Joseph Choisser had 
no funds on deposit to meet them 

It was at that moment that it was 
discovered that Joseph Choisser had 
skipped.. Investigation has since re- 
vealed that he shipped the horses to 
St. Louis, where they were sold, and 
with the proceeds he and his son, Louis, 
came to Los Angeles. Then followed 
the killing while the rogues were re- 
sisting arrest... 

The matter came up before Judge 
Wilbur yesterdey, and the Public Ad- 
ministrator made the necéssary proof 
in the estates of both father and son. 
He was playing no favorites, nor mix- 
ing up with the fight that has been 
begun. But an affidavit made by W. F. 
Scott of Harrisburg, III., was filed in 
the estate of Louis Choisser, in which 
the above facts were set out, and the 
claim made thet inasmuch as the $1790 
found upon Louis was in reality the 
proceeds of his father’s horse trading, 
the bank creditors in Illinois are en- 
titled to the first whack at it, and that 
consequently the money should be 
handed over to the administrator in 
Illinois. Judge Wilbur would not take 
cognizance of this affidavit; but, in et- 
fect, the same result may be attained 
by another route. 

The court said that he would require 
that evidence be offered as to who 
died first, father or son. If the son, 
Louis, died first, then his title to the 
estate passed that instant to his 
father, and must now be counted as 
part of the estate of Louis Choisser. 
In such event the eastern creditors 
will have a clear run for the money on 
hand, And, as a matter of fact, though 
mo precise investigation was made re- 
garding this matter of death at the 
time of the killing, it did come out in 
an incidental way at the Coroner's in- 


quest that Louis was dead when De- 


tective Hawley went to him, while the 
elder Choisser was still breathing, and 
80 — for a moment, and then 
expi 

Judge Wildur continued the case for 
a week to permit evidence to be dug 
up regarding the priority of death. 


DUNCAN ESTATE INCREASES. 
READY FOR MRS. LEWIS. 

At last the estate of the late Col. 
Elanton Duncan is all in apple-pie or- 
der, and nothing remains for Mra. 
Katherine Lewis to do but to pay her 
attorneys and enter into possession. 

Yesterday Lawler, Allen and Van 
Dyke filed a petition for distribution 
aud Judge Wilbur took it under. con- 
sideration, There was also a statement 


of attorney's services filed and therein

Then another offer came 
along of $26,000, but still the attorneys 
held out, and in the end were justi- 
fied, for the property sold for $30,000. 

The final account rendered shows 
that there is cash on hand of $23,674.90, 
that has been redeemed from an “in- 
solvent estate.” Taking into consider- 
ation their time and work, 48 well as 
the amount of money saved to the 
estate, the attorneys claim a fee of

WALKED ON AIR. 
GRIFFITH WANTS DAMAGES. 


The damage suit of J. M. Griffith 
against the Southern California Rail- 
way Company, went to trial yester- 
day before Judge Conrey and a jury.

ALKALI LAND. 


LARENCE W. DORSEY, repre- 

senting the Bureau of Soils of the 

United States Department of Agrli- 
culture, is in the city. His particular 
mission to the Coast is to select some 
parcel of alkali land in the immediate 
vicinity and demonstrate that it can 
be reclaimed. 

Mr. Dorsey stated last night at the 
Hotel Lillie, where he is staying, that 
the results during a number of years 
have proved that soil ruined by soluble 
salt can be subjected to a process that 
will transform it into a condition that 
will make it as vaiuable as ever. Small 
tracts have been taken up in various 
parts of the country where alkali has 
made them barren and they are now 
as productive as ever after being 
treated by the government process. 

The usual method is to take a tract 
of about twenty acres of practically 
deserted territory. establish a complete 
system of under-drainage of tile 
|} piping, probably about four feet deep, 
and then flood the land. The alkali 


‘ers will 


sinks through and is carried away by 
the underground sewerage system, 
leaving the land fertile and pr@eiuctive. 

As soon as the method is demon- 
strated as practicable, individual own- 
oubtless adopt it and vast 
territories be reclaimed. 

In Salt Lake Valicy land that would 
not bring 320 an acre has been treated 
in this manner by the government, and 
after being tested by an alfalfa 
growth, which is most sensitive to al- 
kali, is valued at $200 an acre. 

The process usually takes from two 
to three years. Mr. Dorsey has been 
viewing a twenty-acre tract in the 
neighborhood of Compton and is of the 
opinion that it will be chosen for the 
experiment. vd 

In the Salt Lake region he states 
that 6000 tons of soluble salt was re- 
moved from the small piece of land, 
leaving it perfectly free. 

Demonstrations are in progress near 
Fresno, Cal.; North Yakima, Wash.; 
Tempe, Ariz., and Billings, Mo. 

Mr. Dorsey also expects to visit the 
Imperial Valley with a view to experi- 
menting there.

| MEDALS LAST NIGHT.

Great Problems Discussed by the 
Graduates — Bishcp Conaty lin- 
spires Them to Highest Apprecia- 
tion of College Education and Loy- 
alty to Their Church. 


The commencement exercises of St. 
‘Vincent's College took place last night 
in the Meyer Memorial Hall at the Col- 
lege. A large audience heard the ora- 
tions by the students and an excellent 
address by Bishop Conaty. 

James P. Hogan spoke upon ‘The 
Destiny of America,” William L. Quinn 
upon “The Mission of the Catholic Col- 
lege, and Maurice V. Moriarity upon 
Ine Church and the Labor Problem.” 

After the conferring of degrees and 
the awarding of medats, Bishop Conaty 
spoke in part ds follows: 

“College education breadens a mans 
views, makes him familiar with the 
thought of the world of letters, fa~ 
miliarizes him with the history of the 
past, makes him feel that there is a 
great, broad world beyond and before 
nim and tnat there me: are acting out 
their parts in the solution of life s prob- 
lem. He reads the story of the past 
and learns hew to judge the present 
and to forecast the tuture. Coliege 
education gives a man a clearer aud 
more intelligent idea of God and re- 
ligion and snows him the divine har- 
mony that pervades all nature, thus 
leading him to a better knowledge of 
God and a deeper sense of his duty to 
God's laws. 

“College lays the foundation stones 
for the after structure of professional 
or special scientific work. It fits ua 
man for life. It aims to equip him 
with the power of leadership, in order 
that the people may wisely guided. 
Knowledge should make the college 
man the chosen man in the community 
in which he lives. 

“No college graduate should be fool- 
ish enough to believe that a man's 
education is completed by the 
receiving of the college degrees. His 
college days have been spent in vain 
if he has not learned that college is 
simply the training school in which the 
young man is taught the use of tools 
by which in after years to carve out 
for himself an education. The college 
graduate has two paths open before 
him: one, the immediate, active life uf 
business, by which commercial values 
are placed upon the education already 
received. The other is the way that 
leads to professional or scientific 
studies. 

The great professions demand char- 
acter and scholarship. The roll of 
honor in science presents names of men 
whose lives were devoted to the acqul- 
sition of knowledge by scientific re- 
search that mankind might be benefited 
and God honored. The best teachers of 
the world are the men who have won 
fame for themselves by their applica- 
tion to their chosen vocations. Men 
have not risen_to fame by chance, nor 
have they purchased it by gold. Their 
names are immortal because of the 
blood of sacrifice offered. Such mea 
rule men's thoughts and their names 
evoke men's affections. 

“In all the duties of life remember 
that the secret of tfue success is in 
loyalty to God. Beware of false axioms 
which would divorce law or medicine 
from obedience to the commandments 
of God. Remember that man cannot 
reach his manhood without a knowl- 
edge of this duty to God and obe- 
ence to His commandments. Some 
scientists have at times imagined that 
they had dethroned God and elevat e 
science to a pedestal for adoration. 

“Young men, you have had splendid 
opportunities here in your college to 
fit you for whatever vocation in lite 
to which you may find yourself called. 
Our education, under the influence of 
the church, is an education which has 
about it the educational traditions of 
the centuries, for this grand old church 
to which we belong is the church of 
the universities as well as of the 
scholarship that civilizes the world. 
Men may differ with us upon points of 
doctrine as men differ upon things in 
life, but it seems difficult to understand 
how any man pretending to scholar- 
ship can be blind to the story of his- 
tory which tells of the work of the 
Catholic Church in the evangelizing, 
civilizing and educating of the world.

THE OIL INDUSTRY. 
AY SELL TO 
THE REPUBLIC. 


ANGELENOS NEGOTIATING A BIG 
OIL LAND DEAL. 


— — 


Owners of Petroleum Deposits in 
‘Mexico’ Will Offer interests to the 
Government Before Negotiating 
With Rockefellers—New Discov- 
eries Made—Santa Fe Wells. 


The recent discoveries of oll on the 
Gulf Coast of Mexico have attracted 
the attention of the Standard Oj] Com- 
Pany as well as that of others inter- 
ested in the oil industry. Ol is now 
known to exist in large paying quanti- 
ties on the property of the Mexican Pe- 
troleum Company; near Tampico, and 
last week it was reported to have been 
found by the Ol Fields of Mexico Com- 
pany of New York on its property in 
the State of Vera Cruz. The former 
property is owned chiefly by protni- 
California capitalists, among 
them E. L. Doheny, C. A. Canfield and 


others of Los Angeles. A number of 


California oil men also own stock in 
the latter. 

The discovery of oll on the coast 
has aroused much interest, it is said, 
in governmem circles, and there is 
talk of the properties being purchased 
by the republic. The Standard is said 
to have made a proposition to the 
Mexican Petroleum Company by which 
it would virtually control the produc- 
tion and gain an immediate foothola in 
the prospective oil regions of Mexico. 

The owners, however, are said to be 
desirous of negotiating first with the 
government of President Diaz and see 
what it is willing to do along the line 
of taking the property. E. L. Doheny 
gna C. A. Canfleld have gone to Mexico 

nd it is stated upon reliable authority 
that it is their intention to make an 
offer to the authorities before under- 


taking any negotiations with the 
Rockefellers. 
The result of such a move, if the 


government should decide to act, may 
be very great. There is very little guod 
coal in Mexico and for years the rail- 
roads and all industries have hoped‘ to 
find some cheaper fuel at home, but, 
failing in this, have endeavored in vain 
to induce the government to remove 
the duty on American oil. If the oil 
on the coast is found to be sultable for 
fuel the results may far-reaching 
and if the government takes hold it 
may have a very important bearing 
upon the future of the republic. 

The new field in the State of Vera 
Cruz, where the Oll Fields of Mexico 
Company is operating, is abe forty 
miles from the coast and about two 
hundred miles south from the. fields 
in the vicinity of Tampico, News of 
the striking of oil at a depth of 960 
feet was received by local men inter- 
ested in the company, a few days ago. 
The territory was worked over some 
years ago and oi! found in small 
quantities in shallow wells, but none 
of sufficient amount to pay until now. 

SANTA FE WELLS. 

The Santa Fé oil wells neaf Whittier 
are now producing between 50,000 and 
55,000 barrels of oil per month, and the 
company is marketing a large amount 
of the higher grade oll for refining pur- 
poses. Seven new wells are being 
drilled, and of this number two have 
attained depths of about 1800 feet, and 
it is expected that they will be “brought 
in“ within a few weeks. The con- 
pany now has about twenty-five pro- 
ducing wells. 

In the Kern River flelds the water 
situation has not been completely ad- 
justed, but the discovery of its origin 
has encouraged officials of the raijway 
in this city, who are watching develov- 
ments keenly. Not until the flow has 
been completely shut off will the com- 
pany be able to resume operations on- 
an extended scale and maintain the 
former output.

T) ICH STRIKE 
OF SILVER ORE: 


HIGH-GRADE FIND REPORTED 
FROM THE ZUBIETE. 
Prospectors Are Swarming Over 
the Desert in Southern Nevada. 
Ore of Remarkable Richness Now 
Coming From Goldfield—Furnace 
Creek Strike Is Reported. | 


George A. Hart of the Natick House, 
who is president-of the Zubiete Mining 
Company of El Colorado, State of So- 
nora, Mex., received a telegram yester- 
day from the “superintendent of the 
property, stating that a phenomenal 
strike of silver ore had just been made. 
Picked samples of the rock gave re- 
turns of 2497 ounces of silver to the ton, 
which at the present prevailing quo- 
tations on the white metal, would sig- 
nify a value of over $1500 per ton. Mr. 
Hart left immediately for the mine and 
will make an extended examination of 
the new find. 

The stock of the Zubiete company is 
held largely in Los Angeles and it is 
said that the properties are more prom- 
ising than at any time since opera- 
tions were begun by the new owners. 
The Zubiete mines were worked yeurs 
ago and legends are current that they 
produced enormously when operated by 
the ancient Aztecs. 

ACTIVITY IN DESERT. 

According to stories constantly float- 
ing back from the new camp of Gold- 
fleld, near Tonopah, Nev., discovertes 
are being made rapidly the values 
are said to be even more sensational 
than at first reported. 1 

The excitement attendant upon the 
new strikes has served to renew inter- 
est in many old districts of southwest- 
ern Nevada and more work is reported 
in this section at present than since 
the palmy days of the bonanza Com- 
stock. Prospecting parties are scat- 
tered all er the desert from the 
present tefminus of the Salt Lake road 
near Ivanpah up to and above Tono- 
pah. The Providence and New York 
Mountains, in San Bernardino county, 
are also receiving considerable atten- 
tion, although the majority of the pros- 
pectors are keeping somewhere near 
the line of the new Salt Lake road. in 
southern Nevada. Gold seekers are 
pushing into Death Valley, though such 
expeditions, especially at this season 
of the year, have heretofore been con- 
sidered suicidal.

True 
to its name, the Jumbo mine, which 
was only located a few months ago, is 
reputed to be the largest and most 
wonderful producer.

STRAIGHT PLATFORM. 

The Republicans of the nation will 
look to their National Convention, | 
which assembles today in Chicago, to 
give them a platform upon which they 
tan make a strong aggressive fight in 
the campaign upon which they are 
about to enter. What is wanted Is 
& straightforward, clear-cut declara- 
tion of Republican principles, free 
from claptrap of all kinds, simple and 
easily understood, defining its posi- 
tions with clearness, declaring for 
them with fearlessness, offcring no 
tompromise on any question of vital 
moment, giving no ald nor comfort to 
the enemy, indulging in no fantastic 
flights to “split the ears of the 
groundiings,” and occupying as little 
printed space as is consistent with 
tomprehensiveness and perspicuity. 

If the platform should fai) to fulfill 
these conditions it would not be 
wholly satisfactory to the Republican 
rarty of the nation. There is every 
reason to believe, however. that these 
tonditions will be fulfilled, and that 
the platform adopted by the ccnven- 
tion will be such as to meet the entire 
approbation of the great body of e- 
publican voters. ; 

Senator Hensbrough of North 
Dakota has declared that he will intro- 
duce a resolution for incorporation 
into the platform declaring for an 
early revision of the tariff. and in- 
directly recommending an extension of 
or reciprocity relations with other 
sountries. It is not probable that any 
such plank will be inserted in the 
platform. There is a very strong senti- 
ment among Republicans in all parts 
of the country against tariff tinkering 
of any kind so long as business is 
prosperous and labor generally em- 
ployed.

question. The Wepublican party can 
be depended upon to do this at the 
“psychological moment,” and it is 
wholly unneressary to pledge the 
party to such action in advance. 
Sam Gompers and other union labor 
mountebanks have made preparations 
to assal! the convention with demands 
for the insertion in the platform of 
declarations in favor of the eight-hour 
workday, the so-called anti-injunctioa 
dil. and other vicious measures. Of 
course these demands are to be made 
solely for effect. There is no expecta- 
tion that the Republican convention 
will put these things tnto the platform. 
To du so would be to alicnate and dis- 
gust the majority of Republican voters, 
who stand for law and order, for the 
protection of guaranteed rights, ane 
for good government generally. Fall- 
ing, as they will fail, to decelve the 
Republican convention, Gompcrs et al 
will take their damaged and discredit- 
ed wares to the Democratic conven- 
tion, as a matter of course. Just what 
reception they will meet with at St. 
Louis is a matter of conjecture, as it 
will depend in large part upon 
whether the conservatives or the radi- 
cals control that assemblage. But this 
is an altogether different story. So 
far as the Republican convention is 
concerned, they will be pretty sure to 


be turned down with a thud which will 


be more or less sickening.

Dearing, to prevent the award of the 
contract for printing city reports to 
either of the defendant companies for 
the sole reason that they employ un- 


jon printers, and so are entitled to 


place the union label, or totem, upon 
their work. The result was the in- 
validation of the ordinancé, as above 
noted. 

A few days ago a similar suit was 
decided at Lexington, Ky., the court 
holding, as in the Louisville case, that 
the ordinance was unconstitutional in 
that it discriminated in favor of one 
class of citizens against another class, 
mxking membership in a union a pre- 
requisite to the performance of work 
for the city. In both cases the Jecision 
of the court was wunequivrcal and 
sweeping, leaving no loophole of es- 
cape for the totemite grafters. 

Whenever cases of this kind are 
brought before the courts, the decision 
is bound to be in line with the de- 
cisions above cited. The contention 
for the “closed shop” in private em- 
ployment is utterly unjust and unten- 
able. When applied to public work, 
this contention becomes doubly pre- 
posterous, and no just court in Chris- 
tendom will sustain it.

Walter W. Melvin, one of the per- 
sons who disputes ownership with the 
Seaside Water Company is busy today 
preparing legal notice of his filing. He 
says he is acting within his rights
